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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-18 and 23 are pending as amended 3/18/1 1 . Claims 1 and 23 are 
independent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the liquid filter assembly as comprising a housing. The limitation:

is confusing because it appears to read as if the housing is within the liquid filter 
assembly. 

In this step, the suction filter media does not have proper antecedent basis. 

The central volume that includes the spring and the valve in Fig 3 is not the 
extension of the suction filter media (51) in Fig 1 or (170) in Fig 3. The disclosure 
defines the central volume (173) as being surrounded by the suction filter media. 

Claim 1 is confusing and indefinite. It lacks clear structural links between the 
housing, the liquid filter assembly, the suction filter assembly, the central volume and 
the suction filter media. 
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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g.. In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claims 1-18 and 23 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of 
copending Application No. 12/310468. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the claims of the reference 
application anticipate the elements of the instant claims. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Arguments traversing this rejection are not persuasive: argument that certain 
elements recited in the claims of the reference application are not present in the instant 
claims is not a persuasive argument. The elements recited in the instant claims are 
present in the reference claims, which makes the reference claims anticipate the instant 
claims, and thus ODP. 

Regarding the non-helical spring being claims in claim 1 , a spring is claimed at 
least in claim 14, and non-helical spring is disclosed at several places in the 
specification of the reference, thus providing the possibility that it can be included in the 
claims during prosecution. The rejection is provisional as of now. Applicant can obtain 
allowance of the instant claims once all other rejections are overcome and only the ODP 
remains, because the reference application is later filed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cooper 
(US 4,133,763). 

Cooper's fig 1 is copied herein. Cooper teaches a primary filter element (48), 
secondary (bypass) filter element (71), an end cap (5) there-between, the end cap 
having a tube (51/53) projected within and parallel to the axis, a seal (61) in a seal 
member surrounding the tube, a perforated tubular support within the primary filter, a 
second end cap at the opposite end of the primary filter (43) which has a tube extending 
from it for connection to the housing top, and having a seal (45) on a seal plane which is 
having a slight angle as can be visualized from (28a). The structural member (66) is 
received in a radial slot defined by the first end cap and the filter end (73). 
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Cooper does not teach the seal (45) at the second end cap as being at an angle 
to the axis. However, providing an appropriate draft angle for the seal plane at (28a) 
would be within the skill of one of ordinary skill in the art. In Gardner v. TEC Systems, 
Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 (Fed. Cir. 1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 
USPQ 232 (1984), the Federal Circuit held that, where the only difference between the 
prior art and the claims was a recitation of relative dimensions of the claimed device and 
a device having the claimed relative dimensions would not perform differently than the 
prior art device, the claimed device was not patentably distinct from the prior art device. 
In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966) (The court held that the 
configuration of the claimed disposable plastic nursing container was a matter of choice 
which a person of ordinary skill in the art would have found obvious absent persuasive 
evidence that the particular configuration of the claimed container was significant.). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/18/1 1 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

First of all, the examiner expresses appreciation of applicant's correctly 
identifying the typo in the reference application number in the ODP rejection. 
Arguments traversing the ODP rejection are addressed in the rejection. The 1 1 2, first 
paragraph, indefiniteness is not overcome by the amendments or the arguments as 

shown in the rejection. 
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Applicant lias not addressed tine 103(a) rejection of claim 20. Examiner 
regretfully acknowledges that claim 20 was erroneously addressed as claim 19 in the 
1 03 rejection. However, the subject matter was clearly described.
